s too well. 
But 
not all opportunities lie along the col­ 
lege route 
A successful educator has 
recently said: 
"M any successful men 
have never been to college—they have 
escap"d it 
They 
have a vision of 
w hat they lost, and jevote themselves 
incessantly through life to repairing 
their m isfortune.” 
In this way, their 
education becomes not an end but a 
means, and is progressive and cumula­ 
tive 
So w hatever you may feel your 
loot to be, know this that no college 
can spoil w hatever originality you may 
possess or hold a false mirror up be­ 
fore you to spoil the perspective of 
your young life.

frequently,

quipped for the present.” 
So be con­ 
soled with the thought that while no 
college may place an oar in your hand 
w ith which you may row, neither can 
it bind you, like a gally-slave, to some 
ancient or 
unseaworthy craft.
